AccortUngly, Mr. Pnce wlll
l>e prepared to-dny to nccommodntc
thovse anxlous to vote. and reallssjng
tliat there wlll bo a rush whlch might
deprlvo some of the opportunlty, he
has announced tliat the olllco wlll re¬
maln open three hours longer thnn
usual. or untll 0 P. M.

. Thtis fnr the books In th.* Treas¬
urer's offlce Indicato that tho regls-
trntlon alrcady has reached 10,500,
which is conslderably more than ln
ordlnary tlmes. No nttrmpt is mnde
to conreal the fnct that thousands of
men ldentlfli'd In one way or another
Wlth tho llrjuoi* business have heen
paying up for om*. two or three years,
ns tbo case might hc, and that the
plea of the ministers for othor persons
to settle has not been acccpted gen-
erally.

ln other words. it is sald by those
who profess to know that thc liquor
forces would win if n local optlon
llght should be innugiirated now. Wlth
the passage of the Dabney ordinance
there will be little posalbllity ot n
eontest of Ihat character, but the clalm
Is freely made that frlends of Ihe sa-
loon wlll be In a posltlon to make an
open fight on prohibltlon members of
1he Clty Councll.

Due (n MlMiindpralniiiUn&r.
It -was made to appear in reports on

Saturday that Attorney-Genc-ral An-
derson took tho same vlcw as Clerk
Chrlstlan, of the lluslings Court. to
thc effect thnt uiiless tlie poll tax was
pald not later than that day a cltlzen
would be depriveil uf his voting rlghts.
Saturday nlght the statement wus
mnde by the Commissloner of the Rov-
enue's ofilce that tlie tlme did not ex-
plre until to-night. Treasurer Pace.
however. declared then that ho would
not recelve poll tnx payments to-day.Thls statement on hls part -was due
to a misunderstanding,Speaking yesterday of the matterAttorney-Goneral Anderson sald tha't
Mr. Pnce had mlsundorstood hlm or he
had mlsunderstood Mr. Pace.

where between the hours of lo o'clock
and mldnight. when he heard a bullet
whistle round his enrs und almo.st felt
It touch him ns it traveled hy und on.
Though overcome with surprlse for the
moment-, and not ablc to imagine
whence the bullet came, the chatter of
small boys' voices soon led hlm to the
right pluce. On Franklin Street, near
Richmond College, he saw a half dozen
or moro urchins lurking In the dark.
Two of them ran when iie upproacht*-*!,
but tlie ofllcer drew in the others, four
of them, und took the party to the Sec¬
ond Pollco .Stjuii.il. Near tlie spot the
four gnmlns were standing he saw
three .22-callbre rlfles lying on the
ground. Ono was emptlcd. The rlfles
also wero taken to the station.
Where they came from tho ofllrerhas no idea, but he. was confidont that

the boys did not get thom honcstly.The four youngsters were niurched
down tbe stroet, aO of them apparentlyinnoccnt enough- and ull disclaimlng
any knowledge of tho shootlng. It is
believed thut one of the two others
who ran flred the shot. Ono of these
boys was eolored. Two of the rlfles
were loaded. The four boys wero later
dit.-niis.sed, but Ofllcer Tomlinson liasl
set out to land the ono wlio put his
life in danger.

wlth a llghted clgarette in his mouth
Saturday night, and when he vvoke up
he was goirrg downstairs at the rate
of a mile a minuto. Hearing the ne-
gro's groans, Polleeman Coleman
dashed into the burning bttilding, but
Cooke, he found, had Imbibed too deep-
ly to be of any service to himself.
Tlie flanies were quick, but the officer
was quicker. Seeing that he could notl
llft the slumberlhg negro and carry;hlm out to safety, the "cop" picked
liini up ond threw hlin bodlly down the
burning stairs. Cooke wokc up on the,
other side of *the street, wonderlng!
What had happened and bemoanlng his
burned arms and hands. Hc dld not
soon realize liis predlcament and liis
narrow escape from temporal flres, and
lie was too drunk to be duly thankful
at the tlmo.
The flre occurred in the Tallaferro

Clipping Stables at Flfth and Marshall
Streets, at 4:30 o'clock ln tho morn¬
ing. A polleeman noticed tho blnze,
and turned In the alarm, whlle Po¬
lleeman Coleman went to see lf any
ono v/ere ln danger.

gro the greatest scare of hls Hfe last
night as be was returnlng from church
with the communion outflt. and as
a result the congregatlon wlll havo to
take up a collection to get another out-
flt. The negro had got sonie dlstancc
ahead of the other deacons coming out
Second Street. He stopped and lean-
id up agains tthc show wlndow of an
optician's store to wait for them. Sud-
denly tlie old man notlced a great big
[eye wlnking at hlm back in thc-clark.
The negro thought it was a blg bear.
Forgetting all about hla rheumatlc
palns, he threw the communion set
away and broke out with a wlld dash
down the street, yelllng, "Dare is a
bear in dat storo yonder."

In a few second a crowd hnd gath-
ercd around the place. but no bear was
found. It wns a large eye palnted
blnck wlth some electrleal connectlons,
whlch made it wink now and then.
The communion sct was broken lnto

plbccs. The old negro could not bc
ihduccd even to go back to get the
basket.

Representative Ashbrook,
of Ohio, Saw Modest
Marker in June and
Will Offer Bill

in Congress.
At the present sesslon of Congres;

Representative William A. Ashbrook, ol
Ohlo, wlll Introduce a blll for the ap-
propriation of a fund suff.cient to erect
a monument over the gravo of John
Tyler, tenth President of the Unltec
States, In llollywood Cetr.etery here.
When the National tfdltorial Asso¬

clation was in Rlchmond In Junc thc
party went to llollywood, where Mr
Ashbrook. then editor of the Johnstowr.
Independ«.nt, found a modest marker al
the rostlng place of the noted Vlrgin-
ian. Believing that liis servlces should
be recognlzed more appnoprlntely. Mr.
Ashbrook determined then to seek ald
from the government, nnd just now he
Is anxlotis to co-operate with thc cit-
izens with a vlew to ascertaining what
sum tvoultl be neeessary for a suitable
memorial.

In a letter to the editor of Thc
Times-Dispatch Mr. Ashbrook says: "]wlll be glad to have your co-operationln the matter, and I desire from yousuch information as you consider woulc
benetlt me. I want to get in touchwilh a.commlttee from your clty or
.Slate to nsslst me In getting the blll
pnssed."
Thls movement on the part of' MrAshbrook is voluntary.

Pcnnllcsn When Iii.-iiiirurnted.
President Tyler died In Rlchmondin lt'02, at the age of seventy-two. He

was elected Vice-Prosldeht-with Presi¬dent William Henry Harrison in 1S40.Harrison died one month after his in-
auguration. Tyler, whose home wa.«
nt.Williumsbujg, was a very poor manbut hearing that thc. President wasIU in Washington, he went to see thcicading merchant of tiie town andaskeo for the loan of ?100 to pay the
cxpenses of tlie -trip. The merchantrefust-d. At that very moment the
President was .dead. Tlie first news
came the followlng day, when a fastsalling sldop arrlved at'College Creekwlth- an offlclal messenger, who in-frJrmed Tyler that he was Presidentof tbe Unlted States.
An hour later .the same merchantwho hnd been appealed to first forthe'. money hastenecl to Tyler'a horn--

announclng that. It would afford hin!
great- pleasure to lend the President
?500. It was Tyler's turn then to de-

cllne.«; *,'.".«¦
Wiietlior the fact that President Ty¬ler renouncecl liis alleglanco to tho

United States and gave -hls suppori
to, tiie Confederate Cause wlll defeat
the. blll. of Representative Ashbrook
remains to he seen. Tyler was noml-
natecl for a second term in 1844, but
perceivlng that he had no popular sup-
port hewlthdrew fro nithe canvass. its
was president of the Peace Conference,
composed of delegates from the bor¬
der States in 1SC1, ihe object of whlch
was to compromlse botween the sc-
ceded States aml tho Federal govern¬
ment. Nothlng, however, resulted from
Its dellboratlons, nnd subsequeutly he
gave his loyal aid to the Confederate
cause.

General Lee Approves Plan for
Davis Celebration.Prqgram
to Be Carried Out Here.

Confcderate organizatlons through¬
out the country are-preparlng to cele-
brute In a suitable munner the ono
hundredth annlversary of the blrth of
Presldent Jeffurson Davls on June 3,
1908. The movement to recognize thls
date as an anniversary oAcasion ln
Confcderate'circles was flrst made by
tbe ladies of the Jefterson Davls Mon¬
ument Assoclation, whose notable
work h,as rcsulttd in tho crcctlon of
the handsome memorlal to Mr. Davls
on Monument Avenuo in this clty. Al¬
though this memorlal w>as unveiled
wlth appropriato ceremonlcs durini*
the Confederatc; Reunion last June, ln
tho presence of one^ of the largest
gatherlngs of people ever nssembled ln
Uichmond, the monument was at that
time unfinlshed, and the work of the
associatlon therefore was incomplcte.

Work In Dunr.
Now nothing remalns to be ndded

but two brop-se standnrds. whlch go at
elther end of tlie arch facing tho east.
Both have been modclcd and are belng
east in bronze, and will be put in place
Withln a few months.
The monument has been fullv paldfor. and the assoclatlon has the "moneyin hand to complete thls work. lt is

therefore the desire of tho ladies of
thc* assoclation to mark the ono hun¬
dredth annlversary of the birth of Mr.
Davls by a forrnal presentation of the
completed monument tb the city of
Illehmond. It. E. Lee- Camp. No. 1, of
thls clty. has been asked to lake
charge of the ceremonv and to nrrangofor a suitable -celebration. On Frlday
night Lee Camp appointed the. follow-'
ing committee to make the necessary
arrangements: Mr. William B. Free-
man, chalrman; Kev. James P. Smlth,
D. D., Rev. J. William Jones, D. D.,
Rev. Landon 11. Mason,^'aptaln J. Tay¬
lor Strutton. Captuin .1. Thompson
Brown and Mr. Bdgltr D. Taylor.

It Is proposed that throughout the
South each camp of Confederatc vet-
erans shall hold on June" 3d some form
of memorlal servlce in its homo town,
somewhat after the plan adopted in
honor ot the centenary of the birth
of General Robert E. Lee last January.
This plnn hns recelved the approval

of General Stephcn D. Lee, eoinmand-
er-ln-chief of tho United Confcderate
Veterans, who has stated that he wlll
issue a general order j;nlllng utten-
tion of ail camps to the approprlate-
n'ess of tho celebration.

I'lnnn for Duy.
Though tho prograrn of the local

commlttee hns not as yet been com-
pletely formulated. it ls proposed ln
a general'way to havo on June 3d ln
St. Ppul's Church a morning servlce;
at which some appropriate address or
eulogy wlll be dellverod. Followlng
tho church servlco a mllltary parade
wlll he formed from the' church and
escortd by volunteer troops, the mem¬
bers of Davls Monument Assouiation, a
spoclal commlttee from the' Unlted
Daughters of the Cnnfederacy, the
Monument Adv.lsory* Board and Rich;
mond clty offlelals wlll .repalr to tho
monument. Here wlll be suhmltted a
flnal report on the work of the Davis
Monument Assoclatlon. The buildlns.
committco wlll rendor un account of Its
efforts to tho assocTallon-at-larpre,
Whose presldent wlll ln turn offer the
monument to the presldent of tho
Unlted Daughters of the Confedorncy.

T*»o latter wlll then' present the
complete.1 monument to the Mayor of
Rli'lunond, who wlll make somo sult-
ebje ncknowledgment. Whether or
not th.ero wlll be nny other addresses
on thls occaslon has not beon destor-
mlned, nor hns it heen decided as yet
who wlll he the'speaker at tlio mem'a-
.rlnl servlce In tlm mornlng.

During the past two nlghls six il-ir-
ing hold-ups have occurred. ln Ihe
vlclnlty of tho Petersburg Turnptko
and Ninoteenth Ktreet, in Manchester.
Judglng from such inrormatloii as can'
be obtained from those who have had
the uncomfortable experlence, thc work
Is being done by ono negro, who ls
usIhk a large knlfo to n great udvan-
tage. Uist nlght he haltnl u negro,
who Hhowod some fight, und ho cut
hls victltn across the wrlst.
A young man from Richmond Wrtg

held up ,,t th,. Junctton of Twenlleii!
8tre6t and lhe pike ,Inst nlplit. Tbo
hlghwayman demanded nll hc had. Thu
young man sald tliat Jin readlly gav«
up hls smnll change aml then he mnde
for iitill Street; where he notlficd th:
pollc. Accordlng to hls descrlptlon
tlie ncgro wns nn exCcedlngly tall pian,
and held hls knlfe over the vlotlm's
iiead al the tlme ho mude his dc-
mands.

"Three of the hold-ups occurred Sat¬
urday nlght and three lasl nlght Th«
y.ouhg Rlchmonder waa uccosted by
thc negro nt a few minules after 10
o'clock. Itn sald that he would reeog-
riizo lhe mnn lf he saw him agaln.
The mnnner In whlch the robberiea

hnvo been committed is most tlarlnf.
and the negro ls ovldentiy a de:«pctato
character, who doe« not conllnc hlmself
to elther rac*e. The pollce huvo set to
work on the case. The people llvlng
ln the vlclnlty ln whlch lhe hlghway?
man works aro much wrought up over
the matter.^

license for llve years oti proof .of vlola-
tlbn.

have untll May lst lo sell.-'by author-
ity of tho State, and as the ordinance
Is efl'ectlve February lst. a special or¬
dinance wlll be introdutv-d to bridge-
over the gap ahd give tho dealers a
rebate. After February lst, however,
